You  have  asked  that  I give  you  an  opinion  pertaining  to  power 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  to  assess  benefits  against  the 
Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  for  benefit  obtained  in  vacating 
of  Darrow  Avenue  east  of  Calhoun  Street. 

The  City  has  the  power  to  lew  an  assessment  against  real 
prcperxy  based  on  the"  benefit  of  public  improvement  against 
the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  School  Town  of  Windfall 
City  vs.  Somerville( Superene  Court  of  Indiana,  April  7, 

1914;  104NE  859  Burns1  Ind.  Rev.  Stat.  48-2738  1971, Cum.  Poc.  Supp. 
IC  18-6-17-1) . 

Burns  Revised  Statute  43-2002  provides: 

"That  the  Board  shall  cause  to  be  prepared 
a list  or  roll  of  all  the  owners  or  holders 
of  property  to  be  benef iciarlly  affected  by 
the  vacation.  Such  list  shall  not  be  con- 
fined to  the  owners  of  property  along  the 
line  of  the  proposed  work,  but  shall  extend 
to  and  include  all  property  taken,  benefited 
or  injuriously  affected.  In  addition  to 
such  names,  such  list  shall  show,  ivlth 
reasonable  certainty,  a description  of  each 
piece  of  property  belonging  to  such  persons, 
and  to  be  taken  or  to  be  affected,  either 
benef iciarlly  or  injuriously.  No  greater 
certainty  in  names  or  de'scriptions  shall  be 
necessary  to  the  validity  of  any  such  assess- 
ment than  is  required  in  the  assessment  of 
taxes . "

The  statute  goes  on  to  provide  the  method  of  assessment 
of  damages  and  benefits  and  I shall  be  plea-sed  to  discuss 
this  with  you,  but  there  is  no  statement  as  to  how 
benefits  are  determined.  I would  think  that  the  value  of 
the  land  which  xvould  revert  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Community 
School  based  upon  a fair  appraisal  thereof  v/ould  be  their 
benefit . 

The  cases  are  very  clear  that  the  judgment  of  the  Board  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  in  determining  benefits  and  damages.

Dear  Mr.  Bodeckar* 

This  memorandum  is  written  as  a follow-up  of  our  telephone 
conversation  today  regarding  the  vacating  of  Darrow  Avenue 
north  of  South  Side  High  School,  east  of  Calhoun  Street  and 
west  of  Clinton  Court. 

As  you  recall,  this  project  has  been  discussed  with  raany 
agencies  of  our  municipal  government  for  the  past  several  years 
and  in  general  has  met  with  a nod  of  the  head  and  "It  should 
not  be  a problem* • We  have  Initiated  several  official  commu- 
nications regarding  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools*  desire  to 
close  this  street  and  allow  us  to  unify  the  school  site  during 
the  major  rehabilitation  of  the  school.  Phase  I of  this  reha- 
bilitation was  just  completed  at  a cost  in  excess  of  $2,000,000. 
Phase  II  is  scheduled  to  be  bid  in  early  February,  1972  and  is 
estimated  to  cost  approximately  $2,600,000.  The  closing  of  this 
portion  of  Darrow  is  being  included  in  this  construction. 


Initially,  it  appeared  the  official  vacation  would  be 
behind  us  when  Phase  II  was  bid,  but  it  * s getting  closer  every 
day.  We  have  had  excellent  understanding  from  all  parties  as 
we*ve  discussed  this  in  the  past,  but  for  some  reason,  the 
wheels  of  progress  grind  slow. 


To  clarify  our  position,  the  main  reason  for  closing  Darrow 
is  one  of  safety  as  well  as  a more  functional  utilisation  of  site. 
Since  we  are  not  contemplating  any  building  over  the  present 
street  location  other  than  new  sidewalks  and  fence,  we  would  be 
willing  to  consider  some  form  of  underground  utility  easement  as 
a stipulation  in  the  official  vacation.  We  would  hope  that  if 
each  access  were  ever  necessary,  that  the  affected  area  would 
be  restored  to  its  original  condition  (sidewalks,  fence,  grass, 
etc.).

Please  be  advised  that  Councilman  Phil  Steigerwald  contaced  this  office 
in  reference  to  many  inquieries  directed  to  him  from  people  living  in  the  imme- 
diate proximity  of  South  Side  High  School.  The  same  is  in  reference  to  the 
pending  Vacation  of  Darrow  Ave.,  from  Clinton  Court  to  Calhoun  St.  Needless 
to  say  this  office  is  very  much  concerned  with  the  proposed  Vacation,  in  as  much 
as  it  will  drastically  alter  the  traffic  pattern  around  South  Side  and  the 
adjoining  businesses.  But  of  prime  importance  to  us,  as  to  the  residents  in 
the  immediate  area,  is  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  School  plans  for  the  vacated 
portion.  Presently  there  is  some  parking  available  for  students  on  Darrow  Ave., 
which  by  the  Vacation  will  be  eliminated.  You  are  aware,  both  in  this  location 
and  at  North  Side  High  School,  the  student  parking  in  front  of  neighboring  busi- 
nesses and  residences  is  the  greatest  complaint  which  the  general  public  has 
broached  against  the  respective  schools.
